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1 . The preliminary amendment filed March 1 1 , 2005 has been entered. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because terminology such as

5. The drawings are objected to because: Fig. 2 should be legended - - Prior Art - - 

and in at least Fig. 3 box elements 7-9, 12-13, 17, 19 and 21 should also be identified 

with appropriate legends and at least in Fig. 4 box element 24 should be also. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 

the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 

drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 

of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 

amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 

canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 

where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 

made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 18 for clarity after " corrections " — are — should be inserted. 
The limitation " and/or " as used in line 18 is clearly not distinctly claiming the subject 
matter linked thereby. 

9. Claim 10 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The apparatus as claimed 
in claim 10 does not appear to further limit the method of claim 1 since having a 
gyroscope operate according to a method does not further limit the method. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited references show vibrating structure gyroscopes and/or 
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error reduction methods for gyroscopes. However neither they nor any other prior art 
of record showed or would have made obvious a method for reducing bias error in a 
Vibrating Structure Gyroscope having a set of elements structured and functioning as 
set forth where quadrature scale factor and total phase error are determined as set forth 
in combination with having phase corrections applied to secondary drive means and 
primary pick-off means to ultimately reduce quadrature bias error as set forth in claim 1 
as best understood. 

1 1 . Claims 1-8 and 10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the. 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, and any other objection thereto, set 
forth in this Office action.
